I.  Officers  receiving  volunteers  from  those  liable  to  conscription,  will 
in  no  case  grant  furloughs  for  more  than  ton  days  to  such  volunteers, 
before  entering  on  active  service. 

II.  Every  man  liable  to  conscription,  volunteering  before  enrollment, 
will  report  himself,  and  the  company  in  which  he  volunteers,  and  like- 
wise be  reported  by  his  captain  to  the  commandant  of  conscripts  for  tho 
State,  within  ten  days  after  his  act  of  volunteering — otherwise  he  will  bo 
lield  sabj«ct  to  enrollment  and  assignment.
